The Coffee County Board of 


"Education met last Thursday, 


Sept. 13, and voted to adopt the 
Fiscal Year 2008 budget. 

Superintendent Dr.- Linda 
Ingram noted the financial out- 
look for the gchool system still 
looks good. She added that the 
school system is spending some 
money to upgrade facilities. 

The total revenues for the 
FY 2008 budget equal 
$21,032,022. From that figure 
$15,244,330 are state revenués, 
$1,831,532 are federal rev- 
énues, $3,931,160 are local 
revenues and $25,000 are from 
other sources. 

The total expenditures for the 
approved budget equal 
$22,852,263. This includes 
$10,724,615 for instructional 
services, $2,753,486 for 
instructional support services, 
$1,853,744 for operation and 
maintenance, $2,406,228 for 
auxiliary services, $740,774 for 
general administrative services, 
$3,823,000 for capital outlay, 
$412,819 for debt services and 
$137,567 for other expendi- 
tures. 

The beginning fund balance 
(Oct. 1) will be $6,583,446 
with an ending fund balance 
(Sept, 30) of $4,861,972. 

Upon Dr. Ingram’s recom- 
mendation, board members 


voted unanimously to approve 
the FY2008 budget as present- 


ed, Two public hearings were 
held prior to approval of the 
budget for input from the com- 
munity, 


Board .members.did note that 
‘the budget, as always, is a work 


in progress.

March. Their goals were to stop the whiskey 
trade, to bring law and order to the Canadian 
West, and to apprehend those responsible for 
the Cypress Hills massacre.

Herbert Benjamin Ringsdorf, 
a native of Elba, served in the 
U.S. Air Force and became a 
prisoner of war after his aircraft 
was shot down Nov. 11, 1966 
five miles west ‘of the city of 
Vinh Linh in Quang Binh 
Province, North Vietnam, He 
was released Feb, 12, 1973. 
The Ringsdorf monument was 
constructed in Elba many years 
ago to honor Ringsdorf and all 
other prisoners of war along 
with those considered missing 
in action. The wreath placed 
next to the Ringsdorf monument 


last Friday morning was

approves FY 2008 budget

The Coffee County 
Commission voted Monday, 
Sept. 24, during the regular 
bimonthly meeting to approve 
the Fiscal Year 2008 budget. 

County administrator Kathy 
Lolley said the FY2008 budget 
totals $17,726,986. 

During a time of discussion, 
Commissioner Doug Darlymple 
said he thought commissioners 
should think about the budget 
for voting for it, He said there 
are no big projects in the budg- 
et, and monies were taken from 
the road/bridge fund, landfill 
fund and a CD was used to bal- 
ance the budget. 


Dalrymple said the county’s 
dirt road paving project still is 
not finished, He said there 
remains 240, miles of dirt roads 
in Coffee County with approxi- 
mately 1,400 families living on 
those roads, 

Dalrymple said he does not 
think the county is doing those 
families justice by taking funds 
out of the road/bridge budget. 

Despite his remarks, the pro- 
posed budget passed by a 6-1 
vote. Dalrymple cast the lone 
opposing vote.
